Bryan's plan for reformation of the
democratic party was published today,
In It Bryan favors radical changes and
departure from conservitive lines, but

graph, abollshment of private monop-

oly, the income tax and the election of
federni judges by the people. Bryan
says In part;

“My election as the standard-bearer
of the democratic parly In 1588 and
ngain In 1800 made me the nominal
leader of that party, and as such |
did not fesl at liberty to sngraft new
doctrines upon the party creed, 1 con-
Jented myself with defense Of thome
principles and policies which were em-
bodied In the platform.

“Now that leadership devolves upon
another, and I am only responsible as
n cltizen — responsible for my own
apinfons, my uttsrances and my con-
duct,

“1 am free to undertake a work which
until now 1 have avolded, namely, the
work of organising the radical and
progressive element In the democratic
party. The money question Is for the
present In abeyance. The Increased
production of gold lessened the strain
upon the dollar, and, while bimetaliam
Is ne sound In an ordinary sense as It
ever wian, the necessity for It 18 not
#o apparent. DBut, while the people
san not he brought at this time to con-
slder the various phases of the money
questlon, they can be brought to con-
nider certaln  other questions with
which the democratic party must deal,
I have heretofore refused to take a
position upon the questlon of govérn-
ment ownership of raliroads, first, be-
cause 1 had not untll recently atudied
the mubject, and, second, because the
question had nol reached primary im-
portance,

“Recent events now convince me the
time Is ripe for presentation of this
question., Consolidation after consoll-
datlon has taken place, untll a few
men now control the rallroad trame
of the country and defy both the legls-
Intive and executive powers of the
natlon. 1 Invite democrals to conslder
a plan for the government ownership
and operation of rallroads, The plan
usually suggested (s for the purchase
of these ronds by the federal govern-
ment. This plan, it seems to me, I8
more objectionable than the plan which
involves ownership and operation of
these rouds by the several states, To
put the raliroads In the hands of the
federal government means an enormous
centralizgation of power. It would glve
to the federal government largely in-
creased Influence over the oitizen and
the oltisen's affalrs, and such centrali-
ziatlon Is not necesanry. A board com-
posed of representatives from the va-
rlous states could denl with the in-
teratate traMc of the varlious lines.
1f the federal government had rallroads
to bulld therg would be constint war-
ring between the different sections to
secure o falr share of the new bulld-
Ing and development. but where this
In left to the statean the people can
decide whether they desire to bulld
ar buy.

“While the democratic party In the
natlon In adverse to government own-
ership of raliroads, the democratic
party In citles should, upon the same
W—-
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theory, espouse the canse of municlpal
ownership of municipal frenchises,

"We have also reached & time when
the postofice departméent should em-
brace the telegraphle system, ns well
ax the mall aystern. While the tele-
griph lines do not reach as many peo-
ple a¥ the ruliroads, and while the
abuses of private ownership have not
besn W0 open and so onerous, there ls
no reason why this nation should not
do what other pations are dolng In
this respect.

“Private monopoly must be destroy-
ed, The democratie platform adopted
nl Kansas Clty declares private monop-
oly to be Indefensible and intolerable.

“The democratic party bas In two
casen stood for the Income tax. The
plank was omitted thia year because
the men in control of the party thought
It would jeopardize success in the enst-
ern #ates. But this can not have
welght when the party goss after it
and it must uitimately be encompussed.
The platform outlined must be made
whether the party wins in the Novem-
bar eiettion or not,

New Cruiser le Put in the Water at
Ban Francisco.

San Francisco, July 21.—=The cruiser
South Dakota was successfully launch.

ed here this afternoon,

Ban Francisco, July 2IL—The ar-
mored crulser South Dakota is a als.
ter ship of the California, which was

launched three months ago ot the
yardas of the Union works, The two
shipe are almost identical and are the
largest war vessels ever launched In
a Pacific ocean port. Hach represents
the latest type of efficlency In speed
and power. The engines, which are
txpected to develop 23,000 horsepower,
will give high speed and great facll-
Ity in maneuvering at sea. The coal
capacity of the bunkers admits of &
radlus  of operations conslderably
groater than that of any war vessel In
the navy.

The South Dakota is a type of six
Authorized by congress at the same
time, Besldeés the Californin, there are
now being constructed In eastern ship
yards the Colorado, West Virginia,
Pennsylvania and Maryland,

Te dimensions of the South Dukota
are;

Length at water line, 502 feel:
breadth, 49 feet 6% Inches; Jdraught,
24 feel; displancement, 13,600 tons; coal
capneity of bunkers, 2,000 tons; guar-
anteed speed, 22 knots, Main armor
extends over all the hull and Is six
Inches thick In the center, diminighing
to four Inches at extremities, Casement
armor five Inches thick; turrets six
Inches and nine Inches around the
lowers; armor to protect the three-
Inch guns is two Inches thick and for
protected deck four inches in thick-
Tenn,

The armament for the main battery
comprises four eight-inch breech-load-
ing rifles for the two turrets and 14
six«inch guns of the same pattern. The
second battery consists of 18 three-
Inch rapid firing guns, 12 three-pound
semi-automatie, four one-pounder
heavy automatie, four one-pound
heavy automatic, four one-pound rapld

The 8cuth Dakota will be fitted up
as a flagahip and will require a com-
plement of officers and men numbering
829 In all. The cost of the vessel will
bve approximately $6,000.000, including
her armament.

London, July 21.—A cause of great
apprehension Is the question of Rus-
sia's right to send the vessels of her
'volunteer fleet through the Dardanelies.
The Dally Telegraph, under a large
heading, “An Acute Affalr” declires
that the “relations between Great Brit-
nin and Russia have reached the state
of an acute orisln,” and that behind the
incident of the Malacen Is the far larger
question of the so-called volunteer
fest. i

The Dally Telegraph becomes even
alarmistie, declaring that upon Rus-
sln's response to Lord Lansdowns “the

linsues of peace or war are slaked.”

The polnt which has been made clear
to the cegar's government by Lord Lans-
downe is that Great Britaln will not
permit the lightning ¢hange of a mer-
‘chant vessel to an armed crulser,

ANXIOUB TO AVOID WAR.

Yosemite, July 41.—The fate of the
famous “Grimaly Giant,” the pride of
all the stately sequolas of the Mari-
posa big tree grove, has aroused much
discussion. The Yosemite park com-
missioners bave already taken under
serious conalderation the reports that
the biggest tree in the world, after its
8000 yeard of life, la at last dylng and

about to fall. Just what to do to save
the giant Is & question. Men highly
varsed In forestry have advised the

tricing up of the tree, clalming that by
staying its tendoncy to tumble over its
Iife may be spared for many years to
come, The majority of the commis-

have gone mo far as to order cables
and plans for holding the monarch in
position. On the other hand there are
those who point to the fact that, while
the grove contalns the skeletons of
many a fallen glant sequola, it s
not within the memory of anyone In
the present gemeration who ever saw
or heard of one of these trees falling.

No cause to worry over the outcome,
A8 he firmly belleves that it will be
many years befors the “Griszly Giant”
will haye to be braced up by unsightly
cables and guy wires, marring the
plcturesque beauty of the grove.
